000 and that the increase during the 
year In the public debt was $45,969,000 
were the features in' the budget speech 
delivered this afternoon In' the House 
of Commons by Hon. Mr. Fielding. 

The finance minister began by allud- 
ing to the changed conditions under 
which the speech was made this year, 
the depression having entirely disap- 
peared. A very large portion of the 
.speech was devoted to figures showing 
how the prosperity of the country had 
again recfirered its stride, the figures 
of the different departments of the gov- 
ernment being quoted to this end. For 
the current fiscal year, which had still 
3% months to run, the Income had been 
$81,666,509, a gain of 9V4 millions over 
the same period last year. The total 
estimated expenditure on the National 
Transcontinental railway to date had 
been $85,000,006. 

Naval Expenditure. 

Ills reference to the naval question 
was eagerly awaited. He announced 
that this expenditure would be charge- 
able to Income, and that it would be 
quite large and would be distributed 
over a number of years. The iron and 
steel bounties expired at the end of next 
year, but ho did not announce the pol- 
icy of the government in connection 
with them, though he defended thtylfys- 
tem and declared that it had been pro- 
ductive of good results. These bounties 
had not been popular, but the govern- 
ment, he declared, had not lost a dollar 
through that, aid f> worthy industries. 

The finance minister also declared 
that the unit of taxation was on March 
lil last $ 1 fi . S f> a head on the basis of a 
population estimated tills year at 7,150,- 
000. Mr. Fielding also dwelt upon the 
recovery in trade. Up to October :il 
lust for the seven months of the pres- 
ent fiscal year, the trade of Canada had 
exceeded that of the corresponding per- 
iod last year by $48,400,000. 

Bank deposits were also referred to, 
the total In Canadian chartered banks, 
on October 31 last being $731,800,000, or 
three times larger than ten years ago. 

He also referred to immigration, not- 
ing that an Increase of 20,824 had oc- 
curred so far. One point mentioned was 
that while British Immigration was 
slightly less, that from United States 
was increasing.

"The tariff is not perfect, but 
frequent changes are not In the public 
InteriSt. There was a general revision 
two years ago, and so far Unit has been 
found sufficient."

Mr. Foster's Criticism. 

Mr. Foster followed Mr. Fielding and 
was received with loud cheering from 
the opposition. Mr, Foster dwelt at 
length oh Mr. Fielding's fullurc in time 
of stress to really conserve tho [i'nancial 
interests of Canada. It was all very 
well for Mr. Fielding, declared Mr. Fos- 
ter, to take credit to himself for the 
showing which Canada made during the 
financial stress of a year ago, when 
the "riot of failure" was abroad in the. 
hind, but Mr. Foster thought that the 
real credit of nation saviours should be 
given to thb farmers of Canada. 

"Why," said .Mr. Foster, "it woo the 
farmers who purchased and opened up 
the great northwest and made It pos- 
sible of development, yet today the gov- 
ernment is taking credit for the work 
of the mon behind the horse and plough. 
Now the government is reaping the 
harvest, and I thank God the harvest is 
as generous as it Is, but let no one think 
that this has comu as manna from 
Heaven to the government in their 
stress, or that any wonderful Ingenuity 
or business talent has sent it along. 
And what has the farmer secured in re- 
turn for his development policy?" asked 
Mr. Foster. "He has to pay more for 
his clothes, his lumber and his food. 
Ami yet Mr. Fielding came clown pious- 
ly to parliament and thanked provi- 
dence for such a gift as Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler." 

Mr. Foster dealt hardly with the ex- 
travagance of the minister of public 
works, who had placed, he said, build- 
ings In the shape of postofflces In rural 
constituencies, where tho ' requisition 
had never been counteranced by the 
postmaster general. There should bo 
some businesslike method of construct- 
ing public works. He took up the boast 
of the "business management" of Mr. 
Fielding, and proved by the eight years' 
management of the Yukon territory that 
there had been a total deficit of $2,210,- 
f>07. That was about $170 a head.

Sir ThoSi Shaughnessy Shows 
Possibilities of 21 Knot 
Service

TALK SHORT ROUTE 



0, P, R, President Arouses At- 
tention By Scheme of Set- 
tlement 



LONDON, Dec. 14.— Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy, interviewed at Fishguard 
with reference to emigration, said, 

"Recently when 1,000 small holdings 
weiA offered In England there were 
35,000 applications. All these could he 
accommodated In Canada. We pro- 
pose to prepare land for this class of 
small holder, build his house and 
fence his holding, break part of the 
soli and sow it, so that he can come 
all ready to settle clown. This will be 
within reach of any English country 
man who has $500 capital to make a 
start. 

"There Is really nothing to say about 
the rumors of building new Canadian 
Pacific liners for the Atlantic service. 
We are willing to do our part; the re- 
mainder depends upon the support that 
will be given by the governments. 
With 21 knot steamers we could make 
the Atlantic passage in the same time 
as the Cunard boats. With a 21 knot 
service, we could equal tho Lusitanla 
and with 22 knots wo could beat her. 
With the assistance of the two govern- 
ments I hope to see such boats, but 
there is no definite plans for them as 
yet. 

"The idea of starting boats from 
Blacksod Bay, Ireland, does not seem 
to be practicable. It would cost as 
much to carry emigrants from Liver- 
pool to Blacksod as wo now receive for 
the entire journey. 

"On the question ol" Canada's naval 
contribution, personally 1 should like 
to see Canada ask England to draw 
up a plan and 'build two Dreadnoughts 
at Canada's expense. Then we Should 
lend them to England on a ninety-nine 
years lease for a dollar a year." 

Speaking of the launch of the 
steamship Prince Rupert at Wallsend, 
F. B. Girdleslone, general manager of 
the Bristol dock committee, said he 
hoped that they would shortly have 
the co-operation of the Great Western 
railway of England and the Grand 
Trunk railway of Canada, for the pro- 
vision of a service of high speed 
passenger steamers between Avon- 
mouth dock and Montreal. It would- 
form the shortest route, he said, be- 
tween Montreal- and London. 

Widespread publicity is given Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy's views. It is 
regarded as noteworthy that he dis- 
misses as impracticable a fast service 
via Blacksod Bay, Ireland, which Is 
associated with the British govern- 
ment's announced intention to contri- 
bute £135,000 towards a connecting 
railway In County Sllgo. Much interest 
Is also taken In President Shaugh- 
nessy's scheme to encourage British 
settlement in the west by preparing 
land for small holders, building bouses, 
fencing hind, breaking and sowing a 
portion of the soil, etc.

The German peo- 
ple, he believed, desired to live well 
with the British, but, he added, "We 
shall keep our powder dry."

Aged Monarch Undergoes Se- 
vere Operation and May 
Recover 



BRUSSELS, Dec. 14.— King Leopold 
today underwent a most serious opera- 
tion, and astounded the surgeons by 
the manner In which he withstood It. 
His remarkable recuperative powers 
manifested themselves directly he re- 
gained consciousness, and the "optimis- 
tic spirit which ho has shown through- 
out the course of his illness returned 
to him. 

The operation was for relief of sim- 
ple obstruction of the intestines. To- 
night the King Is making a plucky 
light for life. He was even strong 
enough to sign the new military law, 
just passed by the senate. But the 
battle has not yet been completed. The 
crisis will probably last three days. 
There is a possibility that the intes- 
tines will be gripped by paralysis, in 
which case a recurrence of the ob- 
struction is likely and another opera- 
tion would be necessary. 

Leopold emerged from the operation 
of enterotomy with a regular pulse, 
and cheerful He was so talkative that 
the doctors were obliged to warn him, 
after which the patient fell Into a light 
refreshing slumber. Th<v condition of 
His Majesty tonight is stated to he 
satisfactory. 

Today has been doubly momentous 
in Belgian history. In the presence 
of Prince Albert, who has a hereditary 
right to sit In the senate, that house 
adopted, with the concurrence of the 
chamber, a military law which once 
threatened to overturn the cabinet. 
The measure involves the complete re- 
versal of the system of recruiting the 
army. It provides for tin: service of 
one son in each family instead of re- 
cruiting by lot. But, more important, 
all are forbidden to hire substitutes. 
The bill fixes the peace strength at 
■IS, 000, and war strength at 200,000. 
King Leopold favors the law, and his 
supporters have been most anxious 
that he should have the opportunity to 
attach his signature to it. 

The last member of the diplomatic 
corps to see the King was the United 
States Minister, who was received a 
f irtnight ago, preparatory to his de- 
parture to his new port in Mexico. The 
King was then in the gayest of spirits 
and conversed in English.

GERMANY SCARE 

IS KEPT TO FRONT. 



Lberal Success Must Mean 
Limitation of Power of 
Lords 



LONDON, Dec. 14.— The lull In the 
political crisis is due chiefly to sheer 
exhaustion of the leading combatants 
on both sides after the' prolonged ses- 
sion. In some cases Radical and Un- 
ionist fighters are agreeing upon a 
truce until after Christmas. Mr. Bal- 
four himself went yesterday to his 
Scottish seat to rest and play golf 
until after Christmas, but Messrs. 
Lloyd-George and Churchill continue 
fighting all they know. 

It is regarded as significant that one 
of the few places where Mr. Balfour 
will speak before the electors is in 
support of -the candidature in the 
Shipley division of Yorkshire, of Pro- 
fessor Helmis, secretary of Rlght- 
Hon. J. Chamberlain's tariff commis- 
sion and supporter of his policy of 
moderate duties with a preference. 

The Daily Mail campaign against 
Germany on the strength of the in- 
vestigations of the Socialist leader, 
Blatchford, is being used to convince, 
the British electorate of the unwisdom 
of trusting the destinies of tho Empire , 
to men who desire to reduce arma- 
ments. 

Mr. Elatchford's article today ends 
thus: "To some of us there is suffi- 
cient cause, for anxiety as regards 
German intentions in the facts within 
our own knowledge. Ministers and ex- 
ministers of the King must In tho 
nature of things possess knowledge 
which we lack. They are anxious, 
they warn the country of impending 
dangers. Are we to believe they are 
mistaken; or Is it reasonable to as- 
sume that the King's political, naval 
and military advisers are better In- 
formed than labor members and Mr. 
Winston Churchill?" 

An Imperialist Plea 

Mr. Lyttelton, ox-colonial secretary, 
speaking at Slough yesterday, said: 
"Even Socialists admit the peril, as 
can be seen from the incisive and vig- 
orous articles of Mr. Blatchford. If it 
be true — and many of the most 
weighty and least alarmist men of the 
country believe it to be true — that 
during the. next ten years we are go- 
ing to pass through a time in which it 
might be the case that our supremacy 
fit scat was going to be gravely men- 
aced, if not actually attacked, then 
surely, quite apart from sentiment, as 
a matter of security and defence, we 
ought to buttress up this little state 
of ours with the rising strength of the 
young nations which sprang from us 
(cheers), and without whose assist- 
ance tills country must Inevitably, in 
course of time, sink from the proud 
position in which she now stands." 

Introducing tho Duke of Norfolk to 
a somewhat turbulent meeting at 
Taunton yesterday. Dr. MacDonald. 
the chairman, pointed the Unionist 
moral of these disclosures. He said: 
"While the dtdte who is to speak to 
us tonight was fighting for his coun- 
try in South Africa, Llnyd-Goorga was 
disgracing the politician's uniform and 
running away from a Birmingham au- 
dience which he had raised to fury by 
deliberately maligning his own coun- 
trymen." 

Lords Must Give Way 

Nevertheless it is only right to re- 
cord that Radical hopes continue to 
rim strongly. Last night a high min- 
isterial authority interviewed in this 
connection, replied as follows:: "I 
am persuaded we shall win, and that 
Mr. Asquith, when called upon by the 
King to form a government will reply: 
'Neither I nor any colleague of mine, 
can accept your majesty's commission 
unless we receive tile definite assur- 
ance that the Lords will forego their 
power of veto in all Commons legis- 
lation, not merely finances. The Lords 
may delay any bill for consideration, 
but if the Commons persists, that bill 
must go through in the lifetime of 
that parliament. The King must ac- 
cept that position or risk financial and 
administrative chaos, consequent upon 
refusal by ministers who hold tho 
popular mandate to take office. Ob- 
viously this would bring the sovereign 
into an extremely awkward position." 
Home Rule Issue 

DUBLIN, Dec. 14.— At a meeting to- 
day of directors of the Irish National 
League, John Redmond, presiding, it 
was decided to support the Liberal 
party at the general elections, Mr. As- 
qulth's declaration on homo rule being 
considered satisfactory.

The Now Temple 

Tho new Masonic temple, which was 
dedicated yesterday, will give local 
members of tho craft one of the finest 
headquarters on the coast.

In addition 
to tho now wing, the old building was 
thoroughly remodelled and a- complete 



heating plant Installed. As a result 
tho accommodation In the matter of 
lodgro rooms has been greatly increased. 

The main entrance to tho building is 
now in the new wing and opens upon 
Fisguurd street, tho old entrance at the 
corner being done away with. Flanked 
by two large Corinthian columns of 
granite surmounted 'with capitals of 
handsome design and beautifully 
carved in emblematic designs the en- 
trance gives access to a hallway off 
which the secretary's office will be 
situated. The ground floor of the old 
building will be utilized for two stories. 
A spacious stairway leads to the second 
floor of the new wing on which are 
located lodge rooms, chapter room, ante 
rooms, etc., the interior design and 
llttings (if which are of the best. The 
third floor' contains tho main lodge 
room, banquettlng room, kitchen and 
necessary acommodation for banquets, 
etc. Messrs.. Weiler Bros, had the con- 
tract for the supply pf the carpets and 
upholstery and the furnishings of the 
main lodge room presents a striking 
and rich appearance. In the gallery 
at the rear of the lodge room Is placed 
a fine pipe organ of Kstey manufacture. 
The lighting arrangements are. perfect, 
the fixtures and general design being 
extremely artistic.

Through the board's active repre- 
sentation In the matter of the Vic- 
toria City Waterworks Act Amend- 
ment, which was considered In its 
original draught as altogether too gen- 
eral in its specifications, the following 
proviso was finally inserted regardlns 
the borrowing powers: "Provided al- 
ways that a by-law approving thereof 
shall be submitted and passed by a 
vote of the majority of the persons 
voting thereon qualified to vote on by- 
laws by virtue of sub-section of sec- 
tion 75 of the Municipal Clauses Act." 
Had this proviso not been Inserted any 
waterworks scheme could have been 
commenced and carried on without 
asking the consent of the property 
owners, regardless of expense. 

Tiie board placed- itself on record as 
favoring the execution of public work 
by contract and addressed the council 
a proposition to this effect. The asso- 



ciation further reported It had lent its 
support to a project for the systematic. 
Improvement of the harbor of Victoria 
on the lines of the scheme inaugurated 
by the Inner Harbor associatoln.

SECR ET COM MISSIONS 

Heavy Penalties For Payment or Ac- 
ceptance of Illicit Sums. 

The local board of trade is in re- 
ceipt of a communication from the 
Toronto board of trade drawing at- 
tention to the Secret Commissions Act 
which Is now In force. The object of 
this act, which is not widely known 
In Canada, is to prevent tho payment 
or acceptance of Illicit or secret com- 
missions. It read?i: 

"Every one Is guilty of an offence 
and liable upon conviction on Indict- 
ment to two years' imprisonment, or 
to a Tine not exceeding two thousand 
live hundred dollars, or to both, arid;, 
upon summary conviction, to impris- 
onment for six months, with or with- 
out hard labor, or to a fine not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or to 
both, who,— 

"(a) being an agenl. corruptly ac- 

pts or obtains, or ngrees to accept 
or attempts to obtain, from any per- 
son for himself or for any other per- 
son, any gift or consideration as an 
inducement or reward for doing or 
forbc.vlng to do, or I'm- having after 
the passing of this act done or for-

"(c) knowingly gives to any agent, 
or being an agent, knowingly uses 
with intent to deceive his principal, 
any receipt, account, or other docu- 
ment In respect of Which the principal [ 
is interested and Which contains any 
statement which Is false or erroneous 
or defective In any material particular, I 



and which, to his knowledge, is in- 
tended to mislead the principal. 

"(d) Every person who is a party 
or knowingly privy to any offence un- 
der this act shall be guilty of such 
offence and shall lie liable upon con- 
viction to punishment hereinbefore 
provided for by this scctlnon. 

"The latter clause was an amend- 
ment to tho original bill which passed 
the Senate .on March 31 last. After 
being amended it was sent buck to 
the House of Commons and . agreed to 



on April .21 and was finally sanctioned 
by the Senate."

THE RESERVOIR 



We f;iil to see why it is necessary 
to import any feeling into tho dis- 
cussion of the condition of the Smith's 
Hill Reservoir. .Mr. Arthur L. Adams, 
the engineer according to whose plans 
tin- work was constructed, begins ills 
letter to the city council by the state- 
ment that "certain Interests in Vic- 
toria adverse to the water department 
Of the city, tile city administration and 
myself" have gained a certain amount 
of headway. We can only characterize 
this as a piece of gratuitous Impertin- 
ence on the part of Mr. Adams, and will 
let his observation pass without 
further comment except to say that, 
since he has seen fit to question the 
motives of citizens who wish to be 
satisfied that they have got what they 
have paid for, he has opened the door 
to a kind of discussion which every 
one in Victoria has scrupulously 
avoided hitherto in this connection. 

The problem presented by the Reser- 
voir is a very simple one. It may be 
thus stated: Is the Reservoir lit for 
the purpose for which It was intended, 
and, if not. are the defects due to 
faulty plans or faulty construction? 

If it Is lit for the purpose for which 
it Is constructed, why is It not used for 
that purpose? There is an abundance 
of water; why has the Reservoir not 
been filled? In its comments upon 
this matter the Colonist lias been care- 
ful to avoid rnnl.-iocr assertions, and 
has confined itself to reporting what 
has been said about it by the mayor 
•and aldermen and others, who might bo 
assumed to speak with some knowl- 
edge, and in what few comments it 
has made it lias been careful to avoid 
expressing any opinions of its own as 
to tho character of the work, and we 
are not going to depart from that 
course this morning. We arc, however, 
going to endeavor to bring the ques- 
tion squarely to an issue. 

Among the things, which the citizens 
have a right to know, are whether or 
not the Reservoir can be safely filled, 
whether or not the Reservoir Is water 
tight, whether or not it ought to be 
water tight absolutely, or If a certain 
seepage must be looked for, whether 
this seepage is likely to increase or 
diminish with time; whether or not, in 
short, the Reservoir is what It was ex- 
pected to be When the ratepayers 
voted the money for its construction. 
The citizens have a right to be in- 
formed on these points; they have a 
right to lie told the truth about them, 
no matter whose official or professional 
reputation may suffer in consequence. 
To say tjiis is not .to display an 
animus hostile to tile water depart- 
ment, tin- city administration or Mr. 
Adams. It is simply to demand in- 
formation which the citizens have a 
right to have. There is not a man 
in Victoria who did not expect that tho 
reservoir would long ago have been 
filled. It has not been filled. Why has 
it not been filled? 

What we think the people of Vic- 
toria are entitled to know and should 
he told at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity may he thus slated: 

is tile Smith's Hill Reservoir efficient 
for the purpose for which it was In- 
tended'' 

Is leakage or seepage Inevitable in 
the case of such a reservoir'.' 

If it is inevitable, is It excessive in 
the case of the Reservoir and if it is 
excessive what will the effect be upon 
the Reservoir? 

If the Reservoir is defective, does the 
defect arise from the plans or from the 
construction ? 

If detects exist, can they be rem- 
edied? 

If defects exist, who is responsible 
for tli em '.' 

To ask these questions and to insist 
tilion an answer to them is not to re- 
flect upon any one nor does it exhibit 
ia spirit adverse to any one. It is a 
matter of public duty resting upon 
some one to see that these questions 
are answered. The Mayor is disposed 
to resent criticism In the press; but 
he can put an end to it by showing 
that the reservoir is efficient for the 
purpose for which it was intended, and 
that there is nothing wrong with it, 
that the leakage or seepage is normal, 
that it will get no worse; that it. will 
not injure the work, and that it is 
safe to fill tho reservoir to Its capacity 
and keep H full. Wo do not say that 
these things cannot be shown. We do 
ne': pretend to know anything about it, 
except what others say. Let the facts 
lis they exist be made known to the 
citizens. 

DESERVED RECOGNITION 

The Conservatives in convention at 
Kamloops unanimously elected Mr. H. 
If. Green as tho president of their or- 
ganization, and did so with a maVked 
demonstration of approval. We tire very 
glad of this. Mr. Green has rJeen in 



private life for several years, but this 
has not prevented opponents of tho 
provincial government from assailing 
him with violent Invective. It was 
timely and fitting that his political 
friends should show their confidence 
in him. When we say that the position 
of president of the provincial associa- 
tion was not sought by him and was 
not given him as the result of any 
plans laid beforehand, wo state tho 
simple facts. He was honored by tho 
.convention as a, mark of esteem and 
confidence, and tl.o Colonist desires to 
add its congratulations. 

THE COUNCIL AND THE PRESS 

The Mayor and some of tho Alder- 
men are disposed to bo Irate because 
of things appearing in the iiwWBpa." 
pers. There may be a disposition in 
some quarters to say things that aro 
not complimentary to the municipal 
authorities, but certainly the Colonist 
can plead justly that it is not guilty, 
and at the present moment it does not 
recall anything that has appeared" in 
print that was outside tho bounds of 
reasonable criticism. Our friend Al- 
derman Stewart was good enough to 
say that the papers ought to bo 
ashamed of themselves and our other 
friend the Mayor felt jutlsfied In 
remarking that the papers are knock- 
ing the city. If the newspapers have 
been in the wrong In what they havo 
printed about the Smith's Hill reser- 
voir it seems as if the fact could very 
readily be demonstrated. For our part 
we have been content to chronicle the 
facts and leave comments to others. 
When we say "facts" we mean what 
have been stated at the Aldermanlc 
Board nnd elsewhere to be the facts. 
There is no getting away from the 
fact that the city authorities want 
Mr. Adams to come here and toll them 
something about the reservoir. That 
work cannot be what it ought to be 
or there would be no necessity for 
sending for Mr. Adams. Do the gen- 
tlemen, referred to think that this fact 
ought to be suppressed by the city 
press We hardly think they will so 
claim. 

We are just a little tired of these 
continual references In the City Coun- 
cil to the action of the press. The 
newspapers of Victoria aro engaged in 
a vigorous effort to place the city in 
a proper light before tho world. We 
shall speak only of the Colonist which 
spends hundreds of dollars with no 
other object. Wo ask no return; but 
wo do think it is unfair that, when 
we point out that something has not 
been done as it ought to have been 
done, a person in the position of 
Mayor should Include this paper in a 
sweeping charge of "knocking the 
city." The statement Is absolutely 
untrue, and we can only suppose that 
His Worship spoke without ^sufficient 
thought. He is probably worried over 
the Reservoir matter,' and a good deal 
can be forgiven a harassed man. 



BOY SETTLERS. 

An attempt is being made In Eng- 
land to inaugurate a plan for sending 
boys as settlers to the overseas Do- 
minions with a view to their becoming 
farmers. This is to be done under pub- 
lic school auspices. A writer in the 
London Standard says: 

Two systems are being advocated 
and followed. The first is that elab- 
orated and launched by the head- 
masters' conference, under the Public 
Schools League for Imperial Land Set- 
tlement. 12 King's Bench-walk, Tem- 
ple. E. C. With the help of local ad- 
visory committees in the Dominions 
working in concert with the oversea 
departments of agriculture, situations 
are found for the youths with selected 
farmers for one year's work, and fol- 
lowed by attendance for a second year 
at a state of agricultural college. 

The second plan involves the setting 
up of small oversea training farms by 
public schools, individually or jointly, 
for youths drawn from the schools 
concerned. The conditions or training 
and of working are made to conform 
closely to those with which the young 
nii-n will encounter later when they 
start on their own account. The course 
of training is extended over two years, 
and is to be varied in the winter nos- 
sion by attendance for special courses 
ai tin- local agricultural college. So 
far. the beginning lias been made in 
C'a nada. 

This is very interesting and under 
judicious management ought to prove 
very effective. We do not know which 
of tile plans we prefer, but that is im- 
material for both ought to produce 
good results. We would like to see the 
experiment extended to British Colum- 
bia. Xo more useful field of employ- 
ment could be offered boys than fruit- 
growing, and in no line of business 
that, they could follow would they be 
more certain of a good living and a 
chance of a competency. It is work 
that calls for special training, if the 
best results are to be secured. An- 
other line in which boys could be 
trained with advantage in this prov- 
ince is poultry raising. We are a lit- 
tle hampered in this province In re- 
spect to training boys for the avoca- 
tions by the lack of an agricultural 
college, and wo venture to suggest if 
the time is not at baud when the pro- 
vincial government should consider tho 
advisability of establishing such an 
institution. 



within a province. Certainly the Do- 
minion could not undertake 'to pre- 
scribe how education shall be con- 
ducted In, say, British Columbia. There 
can hardly be any doubt that tho Do- 
minion could not constitutionally pass 
an act declaring, for example, that all 
education in all parts of Canada should 
be denominational or non -domlnatlonal. 
But wo think we can see a distinction 
between the principle applicable in 
such cases and the establishment at 
tho .expense, . of -the federal exchequer 
of technical schools In any part of tho 
Dominion which pupils might attend if 
they saw fit. AVe cannot sec at pres- 
ent why, wdien ;m experimental farm Is 
established, lectures on agriculture 
might not be delivered there and pupils 
5n farming might not be received. We 
suggest that the meaning of tho word 
education in the B. N. A. Act Is educa- 
tion in the sense ordinarily understood,- 
and just as the Dominion can main- 
tain schools of navigation, It may 
maintain schools where agriculture and 
other arts may be taught. 

By Section 91 of the Act referred to 
power is vested in Parliament to legis- 
late for the peace, welfare and good 
government of Cunada, and while the 
section goes on to define certain things 
that come within the Jurisdiction of 
Parliament, it is expressly stated that 
the schedule is not to be construed as 
limiting the powers of Parliament to 
the subjects therein mentioned. Sec- 
tion 03 gives the exclusive jurisdiction 
over education to the provincial legis- 
latures; but we think the context 
clearly shows that such matters us 
navigation, farming, carpentering, iron 
working and the like were not in the 
mind of the Imperial Parliament in 
passing this section. If there Is any 
doubt on the point, and the Dominion 
government wishes to take the matter 
up, we are confident that none of Cue 
provinces would refuse to meet it half 
way, 



THE POWER OF THE LORDS 



TECHNICAL EDUCATION 

The advisability of providing for 
technical education throughout the 
Dominion was the subject of debate In 
tho House of Commons a week or so 
ago. The question Was disposed of on 
motion of the Minister of Labor, who, 
while assenting to the principle of the 
resolution, moved tile adjournment of 
the debate, giving as a reason that 
there was a question of jurisdiction in- 
volved In it. Under the Confederation 
Act education Is one of the subjects 
assigned exclusively to the provincial 
legislature, and we suppose there may 
he some question as to how fur the 
Domnlion has a right to deal with the 
question of education in any form 



Perusal of the debates in the House 
of Lords on Lord Lansdowno's motion 
to defer action on the Budget does not 
add very much to an understanding 
of the principle involved in the action 
of the hereditary chamber. A largo 
number of peers spoke, and nil tho 
speeches read well, but very little that, 
was new was advanced on either side. 
We confess to disappointment at the. 
meagrcness of the argument made by 
the Marquis of Lansdowne In support, 
of the extraordinary step which ho 
asked his fellow peers to take. It was 
little more than an assertion that as 
the Lords must enact the Budget to 
give it the force of law, they must 
have the right to refuse to enact it. 
for if this right does not exist, tho 
expression that His Majesty by and 
with the advice of the Lords spiritual 
and temporal, etc., enacts the bill, is 
meaningless. The reply of the Lord 
Chancellor to this was that the Mar- 
quis by his motion was careful to 
avoid making any such claim, for ho 
did not propose to reject the Budget, 
but only to ask that the people should 
be given a right to express their opin- 
ion upon it. Logically the action of 
the Lords upon the reasoning of tho 
Marquis ought to have been to re- 
fuse the Bill a second reading, which 
would be an actual rejection of It: 
but Lord U'liisdowno himself shrank 
from asking that this should be done. 
In a letter to the London Times, Lord 
Courteney, ( who describes himself as 
an unattached politician, takes very 
strong ground against the right of the 
peers to touch the Budget, although 
he himself does not appear to be whol- 
ly in favor of that measure'. He lays 
stress upon the fact that the grant 
of Supplies Is made by the Commons 
of its own free will, and that all the 
Lords have to do is to ratify the act 
by making It legal to levy the taxes 
^mposed for the collection of the 
money to meet the grant. He points 
cuit that the invariable plan has been 
to pass the Supply Bill through all its 
stages in a single session of the House 
of Lords. He takes the position that 
as there is no provision in the law 
or the United Kingdom for the taking 
ot a referendum, the motion adopted 
by the Lords Is meaningless, unless it. 
be taken as an attempt to take out of 
the hands of the King tin- right to 
direct a dissolution of tne House of 
Commons. Therefore, he contends, 
the constitutional course would have, 
been for the Lords to have passed the 
Budget and permitted the people to 
pronounce upon it hi the only way in 
winch the British people can pro- 
nounce anything, namely at a general 
election, whenever it might be brought 
on. 

There seems to be an agreement on 
nil sides that I he refusal of tin Peers 
to pass the Budget is equivalent to a 
rejection of it, because the resolutions 
Introducing it and under which taxes 
have been collected no longer have any 
force. This was the position taken by 
'Mr. Asqulth, but it was disputed by 
some of the Conservative journals, 
which contended that there was moro 
than a nominal difference between 
Lord Lansdowno's resolution and ac- 
tual rejection. It Is now conceded that 
while his lordship avoided in terms 
any collision with the rights of the 
Commons, he has really brought thu 
two Houses into direct conflict. 
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Our request for letters on thinning 
fruit on the trees has brought forth 
several replies and we Invito other cor- 
respondents to write to us.

The Okanagan fruit Is 
of the highest standard quality, and 
the demand for it in the towns and 
cities of tlie prairies appears to be In- 
satiable, A dryer of the most approved 
model, with a capacity of five tons per 
diem, has recently been installed, and 
utilizes a considerable portion of the 
yield profitably. There Is prospect of 
elder mills following, the manufacture 
of this delicious drink in British Co- 
lumbia having in the past been neglect- 
ed on the assumption that British Co- 
lumbia taste calls for something 
stronger than sweet elder. That this 
may be due to the fact that there Is 
no good older offered is a point in the 
game now receiving consideration, and 
Okanagan cider may ere long become 
quite as important a factor among the 
by-products of the orchardlsts as it is 
now in Oregon.

FEDERAL INTEREST NIL 



Dominion Government Will Not Assist 
in Protection of the Dallas Road 
Foreshore. 



The attempt on the part of the city 
to .arouse the federal and provincial 
governments to the necessity of un- 
dertaking or at least co-operating with 
the city In some measure for the more 
adequate protection of the foreshore 
along the Dallas road and tit the Rosa 
Bay cemetery has failed in at least 
one instance. The Dcunlnlon govern- 
ment will take no part in any im- 
provement scheme. Word to that ef- 
fect has been received- from the de- 
partment of public works. 

The city some time ago when tlte 
matter of foreshore protection was 
discussed decided that as there were 
no funds for that purpose and as the 
two governments have rights In the 
coast line they should be asked to as- 
sist. The request from the city was 
directed to the department of marine 
an dflsherles which handed it on to 
the public works department under the 
direction of which the matter would 
come. In reply the city has been In- 
formed that as the federal government 
has no Interest In the foreshore above 
low water mark, whereas the pro- 
vincial rights extend from that point 
to high water mark It is a matter fur 
the latter to act If it sees fit. The 
reply from the provincial government 
has not yet been received by the city.

THESE THINGS? 



Some Reminder About .Postal 
Rates Timely at This 
Time 



Now that you are busy tying up 
Christmas gifts for your friends all 
over tho world has it occurred to you 
that owing to a little joke in the postal 
regulations which is perfectly in order 
and not an error at all, it will cost 
you more to send a live-pound parcel 
from here to Vancouver than it would 
to send the same parcel to Hong 
Kong? < 

Whether you have or not it Is a 
fact. 

Parcels within Canada are carried 
'at the rate a cent an ounce while to 
carry parcels to China the postofflce 
taxes you only 1G cents for tho first 
pound and 12 cents for each additional 
pound. Figure it out! 

At the postofflce these days the 
clerks and attendants are bothered to 
deatli with Inquiries regardnig the cost 
of sending mail, letter and parcel, to 
almost anywhere from Nanaimo to 
Timbuctoo. Tho number of Victorians 
who have friends in "furrin" parts 
whom they desire to remember at 
this glad time of year is something 
remarkable. Therefore we append a 
list which is as complete as it can be 
made. 

Letters in Parcels 

But. before we pass out the. list, It 
Is desirable to hold forth on the egre- 
gious error of trying to put something 
over on the postal authorities by send- 
ing written matter wrapped up in 
parcels. Several parcels have been 
consigned to the dead letter office 
lately because they were found to 
contain letters and from the dead let- 
ter office they go to the detective au- 
thorities. Their writers are liable to 
hear about them again. However, the 
authorities take the kindly view that 
In the great majority of cases these 
attempts to smuggle letters are the 
result of Ignorance rather than a de- 
sire to cheat. Many of these parcels 
are, of course, undetected, but if the 
suspicions of tho department are 
aroused an examination is made. If 
writing is found concealed in the par- 
cel the whole business is sent to the 
dead letter office. The penalty in such 
cases is a fine of from $10 to $40 
and the postal authorities are consid- 
ering having it imposed as they feel 
that this would do much to put a stop 
to tho illegal practice.

The Woman's Council of Victoria 
will, if it carries out the programme 
outlined for It at yesterday's meeting, 
do much Kood before next annual 
meeting. 

It can scarcely be charged by any- 
one thaf the resolutions' "passed this 
year aim at changes in the existing 
order of tilings that are either imprac- 
ticable or unnecessary. The most im- 
| portant relate to children and surely 
j no work could be more suitable to the 
women of any city. 

The establishment of a juvenile 
court, simple and natural as the steps 
necessary to secure It appear to be 
seem to offer difficulties which it 
Should be the aim of the women to 
overcome. We all know that whatever 
may be the reasons there are too many 
of our boys and girls going astray just 
as they are entering upon life. The 
reason of this, most of those who have 
given the subject careful thought agree, 
Is the laxity of many modern homes: 
In the Woman's Council there are rep- 
resentatives of every class and every 
creed. If all these women were in ear- 
nest to bring about a reform In this re- 
spect, It is reasonable to believe that 
there would be fewer children spend- 
ing their evenings on the streets ap- 
parently unthought of and uncarcd for. 
To create u healthy public opinion 
among mothers, if not among lathers 
as well, is surely a worthy object Cor 
the council to aim at. But there' are 
some who cannot be reached in this 
way. It is to reach these that there is 
need of a detention home and of an 
officer who will act under the Instruc- 
tion of the juvenile court judge. )n 
other cities much larger and where 
conditions are far worse than in Vic- 
toria it has been found that parents 
can be brought to a sense of their duty 
and children kept from entering upon 
criminal courses by the efforts of really 
worthy officials whose duty it is 10 
devote their lives to this work. 

So far as the carrying out of the laws 
now In force with regard to children 
no city could have a better official 
than our present police magistrate, and 
it is doubtless owing to his efficiency 
that juvenile crimes are not more fre- 
quent. 

But all who are famllar with condi- 
tions in the city unite in saying that !t 
is time something was done to prevent 
children from entering upon those evil 
courses which bring them into the po- 
lice court. 

The need of an industrial school for 
girls convicted of crime in Victoria Is 
happily said to be small. But that 
such need lias arisen has been ad- 
mitted, and taking the province as a 
whole, it is certain that if work were 
found for girls when they have first 
broken the law a large proportion of 
them could be brought back to a life 
of usefulness. While no means should 
bo left untried to keep girls from en- 
tering upon the downward path, we 
have no right to give up the girl, any 
more than the hoy, who has for the 
first time broken the law. The use of 
such an organization as the Woman's 
Council which has Its branches in every 
city should be strong enough to bring 
about the establishment of such a 
school by the government. All that 
needs to be done is to show the need 
for it in order to procure the necessary 
legislation, if any is necessary.

"And it was at the age of nine that 
'Marie Bouillon, daughter of a Saint 
Servan schoolmaster, took the place 
of her blind mother. By mending and 
ironing she has managed to keep her 
brother and her sister In school. To- 
day, this girl of twenty-two, though 
still caring for her mother and edu- 
cating the younger children, gathers 
in and teaches the little folks of the 
neighborhood, whose parents are at 
work in the mills. It Is a common 
story. Not content with near and 
necessary burdens, such brave souls 
welcome the abandoned and the af- 
flicted from the district round about. 

"Witness the ease of Julie Fraucon, 
to whom we give a Prix Vurnt-La- 
rousso — "la bonne Julie," as she Is 
called by the villagers of Bourg-Ar- 
gental, who sign the petition. Her 
youth was devoted to the care of her 
infirm patients: her ailing sister, and. 
her invalid niece. Not content with 
these responsibilities she sought others 
outside, a septuagenarian today she 
never wearies of watching with the 
sick or shrouding tiie dead in a town 
where she is the best helper of physi- 
cian and cure. 

"Or take the Case '".of Agathe Fre- 
mond, at May-sur-Hvro, who cares 
for the aged, the orphaned, and the 
invalids of all the countryside. At 
Toiirnon, it Is Antoinette ■Dusser, a 
mill-hand; on her wages of thirty 
Cents a day she has brought up her 
three sisters and supported her bro- 
ken down father. Near Coutance, an 
orphan girl named Bathllde Lecuyer, 
has been the sole support of her nine 
brothers and sisters. At Saint-Jull- 
enne-Bouttleres .nine other children 
were brought up by another orphan, 
Marie-Louise 'Michel; 'she is now 
twenty-five and the children are 
grown up. Marie had an offer of 
marriage, but when the youngest of 
the boys heard of it he cried, 'I don't 
want my little mother to marry. Then 
who will look after ine'.'.' The 'little 
mother' took the selfish boy in her 
arms and refused, the offer, resolutely 
sacrificing her youth and her future. 

"Here are two dossiers that fall side 
by side through the fortuity of alpha- 
betical arrangement. Marie Le Gac, of 
Roche-sur-Yon, worked for a family of 
small income thirty-two years. When 
family met with reverses, she 
made them reduce her wages to $4 a 
month. And yet she contrived to help 
support a working woman who had 
been abandoned by her husband to to 
help support the woman's children. 
Marie Lo Gac cannot read. On the. 
other hand, Marie Unas, a retired 
schoolteacher in a little hamlet near 
Cahors, early showed a rare hunger 
for knowledge. At seven she walked 
five miles every day to attend a school 
kept by nuns In the city and coaxed

with the early history of the home 
said: "It was a day of small things, 
when the need of such an institution 
pressed itself upon the Protestants of 
Victoria. In the beginning its opera- 
tions were unpretentious, The chil- 
dren, including those who had previ- 
ously been maintained by private sub- 
scriptions, were lodged In private 
houses. Then a house on Rue street 
was secured, to be succeeded by a new 
building there, until a bequest of over 
$30,000 from John G. Taylor justified 
the acquirement of extensive grounds 
and premises at Hillside avenue, suit- 
able to more advanced requirements." 

It Is gratifying to record that each 
succeeding year lias found us more 
prosperous; and the reports to be sub- 
mitted today still Indicate substantial 
Improvements In all directions, while 
the generous public of Victoria con- 
tinue an unabated Interest In our wel- 
fare. It gave your committee, when 
collecting the annual subscriptions, 
much encouragement to receive a 
I kindly and almost unanimous re- 
sponse to their appeal, and, in many 
cases volunteer offerings of increased 
amounts. 

Old Property Sold. 

Soon after the completion of our 
new home the subscribers formally 
approved the sale or the old property 
on Rae street for not less than $G,000; 
but no purchasers at that price could 
be found. During the year, however, 
offers amounting to $11,500 were re- 
ceived, which were referred to a 
special meeting of the subscribers, 
who, approving, the sales, on defer- 
red payments, bearing good interest, 
were "made. •'

The internal affairs of tho home 
continue to be administered by a com- 
mittee of ladies, chosen annually, who 
appoint their own officers and ser- 
vants, and upon whom most of the 
laborious details of management fall. 
We submit herewith a very Interest- 
ing and satisfactory report received 
from these ladles, and we have no 
doubt the subscribers will unite with 
us in according them a very hearty 
vote of thanks for their efficient and 
economical services. 

Mr. B. s. Heisterman, who for the 
last two years has kindly served as 
hon. treasurer, intimates bis intention 
of retiring from office, owing to the 
pressure of business. As all Officers 
must be chosen from the committee of 
management, to be elected today, we 
venture to advise the selection of 
those whi) are willing to assume some 
of the arduous duties. 

In reviewing the work of the past 
year your committee feel that there Is 
much to be thankful for, not only for 
the continued and increasing gener- 
osity of subscribers and other helpers, 
but also for the firm conviction that 
the home has really been the means of 
diffusing comfort and happiness to 
many who might otherwise have been 
left in misery mil neglect, with all 
its attendant evils. 

In conclusion we desire to express 
our hearty thanks to all who have so 
kindly assisted, and supported our ef- 
forts, and to solicit for our successors 
a continuance of your .sympathy and 
help.

The City Soccer League lias eevored 
its connection with tlio British Colum- 
bia Amateur Athletic Union. 

This action is accepted as the equiv-

As a result the Island League 
matches — the first of the series — which 
are down for Saturday will probably 
bo played. Willie there is some doubt 
even yet whether Victoria West will 
mako the trip to Ladysmlth, thereby 
committing every one, of its players to 
suspension from amateur standing, 
there is no question as to the attitude 
of the A. O. P. Club. That organiza- 
tion's team has a match with Nanaimo 
at the Canteen grounds on Saturday 
and, according to the declaration of its 
president, the players will be on deck 
when the whistle blows. 

Will Still Persist. 

At present the indications arc that 
the City League will not be altogether 
smashed. The J. B. A. A. team will 
have no other recourse than to With- 
draw. That it will do so was stated 
last night by a prominent member of 
that association. Therefore the life of 
the league all depends on what the V. 
W. A. A. members do. If they decide 
to stand by tiic B. C. A. A. U., declin- 
ing to fill their week-end engagement 
with the little mining town up the line, 
it will mean their adopting the same 
policy as the Bays and stepping down 
and out.

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Deep Mining. 

A number of coal areas have recently 
been staked on Vancouver Island at 
points where It is known that the, depth 
to the coal ' will bo considerable. This 
Is especially applicable to submarine 
areas, ami the question naturally arises 
whether deep coal can bo profitably 
mined at the present stage of tho in- 
dustry in the west. It may therefore 
be profiable to consider the subject in 
Its relation to prospective developments. 

There are comparatively few deep 
mines on the American continent, and 
none measured by the standard of op- 
erations In England, Germany and 
France. There are two reasons for this: 
tlie first Is. that generally speaking the 
strata in which tho coal measures lie 
in the new world has been tilted and 
up-ended by volcanic action, or Other 
dislocation of the crust of the earth, 
with the result that outcrops are freely 
exposed, and access to the coal seams 
by means of slopes Is easy. Whero this 
Is the case there is no necessity to re- 
sort to the more expensive system of 
recovery by shaft and, at any rate, un- 
til the crop coal has been exhausted. 
Crop Workings. 
On the other hand whilst "crop" coal 
is always worked first, on the principle 
that "He who lives longest must, fetch 
lire furthest." the system is not without 
Us drawbacks, indeed, Its only recom- 
mendation is easy and cheap production 
In the earlier stages. It militates 
against a permanent system of mining, 
and It creates a large reservoir for wa- 
ter which is apt to find its way to the 
lower workings subsequently, and add 
to tho cost of pumping. 

A good illustration of tins may. 'be 
found In tile mines of the Dominlo 
Coal company. Cape Breton. These 
mini's have been in operation for tit 
least id" years. The workings wero 
all "crop" until quite recently, and tho 
exposures were so numerous that en- 
tries wore made in hundreds of places 
just wherever it was most convenient, 
in this way tho seams were literally 
honeycombed. When it became neces- 
y to mine coal on a larger scnle, 
anil to increase the output from 750,000 
tons to 3,500,000 tons a year, deep 
workings were established in order to 
recover the greater tonnage. The lower 
coal was attacked by new methods. 
Where it was most convenient to do so 
obi deeps were driven further down, but 
it was found that It was next to im- 
possible to securely dam off the water, 
so deep sinkings were resorted to, and 
a new and costly plant was put down 
near Glace Bay, known as Dominion 
Xo. 2. 

A Remarkable Mine. 

The shaft is one of the most remark- 
able ones In the world, being rectangu- 
lar In shape, and of the enormous size 
of forty feel by t welve. It was devised 
for hoisting 5,000 tons- a day. It cuts 
two seams, the Harbor and the Fhelan. 
The latter being about 1.500 feet deep, 
and the former 1,000 feet. There is a 
large quantity of water in the tipper 
strata overlying the Harbor seam, and 
this lias to be dealt with, as far as pos- 
sible, at the level at which It occurs. 

Below this the yield of water. is con- 
siderably less, but it is still necessary' 
to have a pumping plant. The mine has 
been developed. ' and although' it has 
never yet reached a yield of 5,000 tons 
a day, it has .gone as -high, as 3,500. It 
is doubtful If anyone but the directors 
of the company know the total cost of 
the plant and equipment, hut there is 
reason to believe that it was not le.s.s 
than $2,500,000. There are some good 
Judges who say that. It reached $3,000- 
000. 

Now an outlay of tills amount, even 




for ;i production of 5,000 tons a clay, 
is excessive and altogether unjust lthible 
Further, It handicaps the cost of pro- 
duction with the sinking fund to cover 
capital outlay, which Is a heavy impost 
on tho cost sheet. At the same timo it 
tends to Illustrate how easy it is to in- 
dulge in a large expenditure for deep 
mining, where there Is neither the nec- 
essity, nor the disposition to do so In 
tile caoc of shallower workings. 

A simple calculation will . show that 
a sinking fund to recoup an outlay of 
S3.UOd.O0O In twenty years would run 
to at least l!0c a ton on 'the present out- 
put of the mine under consideration, to 
say nothing of Interest charges. 
A Contrast. 

Contrast this with a mlno which was 
opened up from tho grass roots on the 
same property, known as Dominion No. 
1. The shaft is only 120 feet deep. The 
seam of eoal, the Phelan, Is 8 feet thick, 
the same as In Dominion No. 2. The 
equipment, whilst not so pretentious, is 
adequate and up-to-date. Compressed 
air is used for all purposes, except 
hoisting. All the coal is cut by com- 
pressed air machinery, and the haulage, 
which Is the endless rope system, is 
operated by similar power. The mine 
Is admittedly one of the best equipped 
on the continent. 

Within a year of commencing work 
at the surface It had attained an output 
of 1,000 tons a day, within two years 
the output had reached 2,000 tons, and 
within four years It had a steady out- 
put of 3,000 tons. The total cost id' tho 
plant, equipment, development and all 
outlay of capital account, was consid- 
erably less than $500,000, and. In 1803 
the. cost of shipping coal from this 
mine. Including Interest and sinking 
fund, wan X0c a ton. The cost of tin- 
coal produced at Dominion No. 2 Is not 
less than $1.50, and lias been as high 
as $1.75. 

The comparison Is not fair unless it 
Is pointed out that labor and supplies 
are in the neighborhood of 10 per cent 
higher now than In 1X00 when Dominion 
No. 1 attained its development. This 
would make the comparison as between 
a $1.12 and a. $1.50, which probably rep- 
resents the actual difference In cost be- 
tween deep and shallow mining in Cape 
Breton. 

Comparisons. 

It Is probable that such a comparison 
holds good generally on tills continent, 
and it throws an important light on the 
importance and value of "crop" as com- 
pared with "deep" coal. It also deter- 
mines that the same course will be fol- 
lowed in the west as in the east, for 
few operating companies will have the 
courage to mine more expensive coal 
first because it would enable them to 
operate upon a more scientific system. 
The only consideration which might 
weigh is the question of safety, which 
would at any rate Impose the obligation 
of ridding old "crop" workings of water 
before permitting development at a low- 
er level. This, however, is a problem 
which need not be discussed until it has 
to be dealt with. 

Comparative Value of Areas, 

The question of the moment is as to 
the value , Of deep coal deposit's. Are 
they of immediate, value, an.d if so. what 
limit may bo safely assigned as tho 
economic 'limit of mining so far 
depth Is concerned? In . answering this 
question it must be borne in mind that 
provided the depth is not excessive there 
are some advantages in getting away 
from the surface. 

For Instance, in the case- of a regular 
undisturbed coal -basin, tho coal is ofton 
both cleaner . and freer from disturb- 
ance, at a depth of iVfcO foet than near 
the surface. Then there is the consid- 
eration that by sinking a shaft in the 
"deep" of a regular basin a much larger 
area of coal can he recovered in every 
direction than from a crop working. 
Then there is the final consideration 
that from a "deep" shaft the whole of 
the workings can be carried towards 
the "crop," Which greatly facilitates 
production, and reduces tho cost of sev- 
eral operations, especially haulage. 



bo laid down because considerations 
vary according to natural conditions. 

The question of tho character of tho 
overlying strata, which would determine 
tho cost of sinking, tho quantity of wa- 
ter which would probably have to be 
dealt with, tho number and thickness of 
tho scams to bo recovered, and tho uni- 
formity of the measure with reference 
to faults would all be important factors 
in deciding bow deep It would pay to 
sink at the present siace of coal min- 
ing in British Columbia. 

There Is another very important con- 
sideration, that, of market and selling 
price. It is obvious that if thero wero 
any guarantee that present prices and 
profits would be maintained there would 
be little or no risk In sinking to any 
practicable dopth. 

For Instance, all the conditions being 
favorable, a shaft 2,000 feet deep would 
be no obstacle to profitable mining with 
coal selling at $1.50 per ton at the pit's 
mouth. But If an engineer sank a shaft 
lo this depth, and equipped It suitably 
on the basis of disposing of the wliolfl 
output at $1,511, or an equivalent, he 
might ' find that by the time his plant 
was in operation conditions would com- 
pel him to sell at a lower figure, ond 
such a figure as would cancel his mar- 
gin of profit. 

English Mines.' 
In England there are many shafts 
exceeding 2,000 feet In depth, and many 
more where the workings continue to 
"dip" until they are as much as 4,000, 
and In some instances 5,000 feet below 
the surface, but this is exceptional. In j 
tho west it is not likely that for half a I 
century at least it will be necessary to I 
mine coal from a greater depth than I 
1,500 feet, and at present 1.000 feet j 
would appear to be an approximate | 
limit for the actual depth of the shaft, | 
although the workings may be carried j 
still lower on the "dip" of the seam. I 
Assuming no excessive quantity of j 
water, and t lie average amount of fault! 
and disturbance, it is a fairly reason- 
able estimate that, with each additional I 
511(1 feet In depth, after the first 500, 
the cost of producing coal will he In- 
creased ten cents a ton. until 2,(100 feet 
is reached, after that, the increase would 
be in a greater ratio, but at the present 
stage it its not necessary to consider 
bow much. 

The general conclusion of these re- 
marks Is that crop coal is preferable, 
lint that coal which demands a shaft 
not exceeding 1,000 feet may possess 
counterbalancing advantages which 
bring It fairly Into the market at the 
present time, and that 1.50O feet may 
be regarded as the maximum depth, 
worthy of considering for operating pur- 
poses.

with little or no motive power, unless 
tlie mine is disturbed by faults. By this 
system self-acting inclines, and self- 
acting gravity planes will convey (lie 
whole of tlie coal to tlie lowest point, 
and diagonal main levels will carry It, 
still by gravity, to the shaft. 

If the latter he well placed in the 
first instance, and assuming that the 
coal measure is undisturbed, there is 
no. reason why a crop area at least two 
miles square should not be economically 
recovered, and in a seam of moderate 
thickness, say six feel, this would yield 
a working tonnage of 15,000,000 tons, 
represented by a dally output of 1,000 
tons for fifty years. 

This takes cognizance of only one 
seam, and the instances are rare in 
which there would not he several. On 
Vancouver Island thero are three in the 
Nanalnio series, i r , the Nicola eoal 
fields there are at least three or four 
already proved. In the ('row's Nest 
Coal fields there are probably not less 
than twelve or fourteen, and In West- 
ern Alberta a similar number so that h 
deep working, judiciously placed, may 
maintain a steady output of a large ton- 
nage for several hundred years, and 
this lias actually been experienced in 
Yorkshire, Northumberland and Dur- 
ham. 

Practical Limits. 

Whilst this is not an argument in 
favor of deep workings as against shal- 
low ones, it Streets attention to some 
of the advantages of the former, and 
may have a practical hearing upon the 
selection of areas in the west. As to 
the limit of depth no arbitrary rule c

Dr. Helmcken Again 

Sir: — Without comment: thanks for 
your editorial re Beacon Hill Park, on 
Saturday, 11th Instant. 

1 now send you a copy of the opinion 
of the city barrister, VV. J. Taylor, 
which has not hitherto, been published 
In full. In all matters . relating to 
Beacon Hill Park, the charter must be 
considered, for in this respect it differ.-; 
altogether from the city parks bought 
and regulated by the corporation, The 



corporation bundles them all together. 
Mr. Taylor's opinion reads as follows: 

'•October 1st, 1909. 
"\Y.,.J. Dow'ler, Esq., C.M.C., 
"Victoria. B. ( :. 
"Dear Sir: — In reply to your request 
for an opinion as to the effect of a 
.resolution relating to a. bowling green 
passed by the Public Parks Board, 
dated 19th October, 1D08, with reference 
to Beaeon Hill Parle (copy of which 
resolution is herewith enclosed) 1 beg 
to say that I do liot think the resolu- 
tion of any effect whatever ;is far as a 
legal right to a use of the park is ccn- 
cerned, 

"Beacon Hill Park is held by the 
city upon trust 'to the express use, in- 



tent and purpose that . . . the 
premises . . . shall bo maintained 
arid preserved for the use, recreation 
ami enjoyment of the public.' 

"The powers and authorities con- 
ferred upon the city with reference 
thereto must, be exercised by bylaw 
(see subsection X, section 1, (Jap. ls- 
1881, B.C.). A resolution even of the 
council would be Ineffective. In the 
next place while cricket and bowling 
greens and other means of recreation 
upon thi' park grounds may be main* 
tained by the city, It lacks power to 
appropriate any particular part of the 
park premises to the use of any parti- 
cular persona or class of persons to the 



exclusion of othes of the public. Yours 
faithfully, W. J. TAYLOR" 

Copy of resolution passed by the 
Public Parks Hoard on the 19th Oc- 
tober, 1908, reads as follows: 

"Resolved that permission be grant- 
ed to Messrs. Oliphant, Young and Mc- 
Gregor, el al., to create a bowling 
green on Beacon Hill Park in the 
northern portion, between -j'.eywood 
avenue and Cooft street, on the under- 
standing that such bowling green shall 
not .Interfere with the use of that por- 
tion Of the park used by the Albion 
Cricket club and known as the 'Albion 
Cricket Club Grounds,' and on the 
further understanding that such per- 
mission Shall confer no exclusive 
fivlleges, and that it. Is granted sub- 
ject to the pleasure of the Public Parks 
Hoard, all work In connection with the 
making of the bowling green to be 
carried out under the supervision of 
the Public Parks Hoard." 

The clubhouse and Its tenure, not 
being mentioned In tills resolution, does 
not receive the attention of the city 
barrister. The fact Is, this building was 
erected by a "permission" and a. "priv- 
ate understanding" with the Parks 
Board, and so does not appear in its 
records. 

The same conditions will apply to 
the crlcicet-floid and clubhouse. 

Further, the trustees of the park are 
not obligated to provide for the enter- 
tainment, etc., of sports or sport. If 
provision be made for one, others will 
ask for like privileges, until virtually 
the whole park will, as a park, dis- 
appear. 

The park, after deducting the rocky 
and outlying portions, Is really 
.small. Five acres of Its vfcj-y best part 
have already been unlawfully occupied, 
without including thai used by the 
South Park and Sir. Church's schools, 
and further, some portion used by the 
horticultural or some such society.

From Vladivostok news 'was 
brought that the Russian steamer Ex- 
port which arrived after being on lire 
fur ten days was saved by the mutiny 
of her engine room crew- who refused 
to man the engines jmleiis the captain 
brought the steamer back.

On arrival at Vladi- 
vostok the sea cocks were opened to 
flood the steamer, hut siie did not sink 
and the holds and bunkers burned for 
ten days.

A Chinese "Patriot." 

A dramatic appeal to Chinese pat- 
riotism was made at Hankow on No- 
vember 20th, ;it a meeting to oppose 
the flotation of foreign loans for 
building the Yen-han and Cluiun-IIan 
railroad, the principal speaker cutting 
off his little finger before the assem- 
blage, creating a sensation as he 
waved the bleeding stubb. The dls- 
distrlct gentry are fighting to have 
the line financed by domestic loans, 
and have raised over ten million dol- 
lars. The United States, with Eu- 
ropean nations, has been demanding 
a share In a foreign loan proposed for 
building this line. 

Turmoil at Peking. 

Political turmoil is following the 
dismissal of Viceroy Tuan Fang , a 
Manchu regarded as a favorite of the 
Regent, on charges of having given 
permission to photographers to make 
pictures of the catafalque of the Em- 
press Dowager during the recent ob- 
sequies, according to advices received 
by the steamer Monteagle. from Pek- 
ing. The deposed Viceroy of Chilli!, 
who was one of the Chinese commis- 
sioners sent to America and Europe a 
few years ago, was impeached for lose 
majesty by a son of the late LI Hung 
Chang. The dismissal, which was 
most abrupt, is said to be really due 
to his secret advocacy of a regency 
by tin; new Empress Dowager, the 
consort of the late Emperor, whose 
action in taking precedence at the re- 
cent funeral ceremony has created a 
storm at Peking. Owing to the child 
Emperor being a successor of both the 
Emperors Tung Chili and Kuang Hsi, 
the widows of both claim the position 
of Empress Dowager, and Tuan Fang 
Is said to have been trapped by enem- 
ies Into admission of his support of 
the late Empeiof'J consort as Empress 
Dowager and Regent, whereupon the 
Lady Yo, relict of the Emperor Tung 
Chlh, demanded his dismissal. 

When precedence was taken at the 
funeral by the late Emperor's consort, 
Lady Yu refused to return to Peking. 
The outcome of the coup. It is stated, 
will probably be the return of Yuan 
Shlh Kai to Peking. The successor of 
the deposed Viceroy Is looked upon 
witli disfavor by foreigners and liberal 
minded Chinese, he having assisted 
materially in bringing about the 
downfall of Kang Yu Wei, and threw 
in his lot with the anti-foreign ele- 
ment during the Boxer troubles. 

Factory Laws.

The tower, built of stone 
from the cargoes of ships sunk to 
block Port Arthur harbor, will be used 
as a lighthouse, the lantern being lit 
December 1st. Its Inscription shows 
20,Sfi1 soldiers and 1,858 sailors were 
lost taking Port Arthur.

Three Funnelled Liner Built for 
the Grand Trunk Pacific 
in Water 



The steamer Prince Rupert, a three- 
funnelled liner of the typo of the Prin- 
cess Victoria, but fitted witli turbine 
instead of reciprocating engines, was 
launched yesterday by Swan Hunter & 
Wigham Richardson at Newcastle- on- 
Ty.no for the Grand Trunk Pacific 
steamship service between Victoria, 
Vancouver, Seattle and Prince Rupert. 
The steamer will leave the yards of 
the builders In February and her upper 
works and deck house will be com- 
pleted on arrival. The steamer Prince 
George, a duplicate of the vessel 
launched yesterday will be ready to 
leave the ways shortly. The steamers 
will each cost $000,000 and will be 
luxuriantly finished and furnished. Al- 
though the speed him not been indi- 
cated In the plans received in British 
Columbia It is expected the boats will 
develop a speed of between l'J and 20 
knot.-i an hour. They will have a 
length of HOG feet, 42 feet 1 3-4 Inches 
beam, and a depth of IS feet from the, 
maln.d^ck to the bottom of the hold. 
The tonnage is not Indicated, but will 
be, probably equivalent to that of the 
C. P. R. flier Princess Victoria, as the 
latter has a length of 300 feet, 40.5 feet 
beam, and a depth of 15.4 feet from the 
main deck to the bottom of the hold. 
Their deadweight' carrying capacity is 
given at 1,120 tons. 

There will be fivo decks comprising 
the lower main, shelter, shade and boat 
decks, .The main deck will contain ihe 
main dining saloon,' with seating ca- 
pacity for 100 passengers*, barber shop, 
etc. On the shelter duck aft will be 
located the ladies' .sitting-room, and 
there will also be 01 staterooms includ- 
ing four of a special type furnished 
with brass bedsteads and baths. The 
observation-room will be forward on 
the shade deck, which will also con- 
tain 48 staterooms,. and aft will be it 
handsome smoking-room. 

There will bo six hollers to generate 
steam for the turbines. Each steamer 
will have three sm'dKestacks. Their 
hulls have graceful yacht-like lints. 
It is said the interior fittings will ho 
of the most ornate and luxurious char- 
acter. These boats will be somewhat 
smaller than the Princess Charlotte, 
but a trifle larger than the Princess 
Victoria.

RESTRICTIONS ARE 

N0W_A'L_L REMOVED 

International Sailing Ship Union Per- 
mits Acceptance of Any Rates. 



The International Sailing ship 
Owners' union has removed all re- 
strictions on rates and sailing ves- 
sels will, from now until next July, 
be permitted to accept charters at any 
rate they sec fit. 

The British ship Celtlo Monarch 
has been chartered. After lying Idle 
for many months, while her owners 
expected a grain charter, the vessel 
has been fixed to load lumber on 
Paget Sound for the west coast of 
South America. Chartering along the 
coast during the past week has been 
light. The San Francisco Dally Com- 
mercial News, ia Its weekly review 
of the charter market, says: "The 
only grain fixture on the coast during 
the' week was that of the German 
ship Elfrleda taken to load barley at 
San Francisco tit IT yd. a reduction 
of lis from the union rate. According 
to shippers at San Francisco and in 
the North, the export movement of 
grain from now on to the end of the 
season will be extremely light. Wheat 
at the present prices for export is 
practically impossible and there is no 
likelihood of any change later in the 
season owing to the good demand for 
homo use. The Idle vessels on the 
coast will likely be compelled to re- 
main over another season unless ( he v 
can secure lumber fixtures. The 
French vessels on the Idle list will 
probably be ordered away In ballast. 

"The offshore lumber business is 
also very quiet and rates are growing 
less attractive to owners. Pugct Sound 
to Sydney has been done at 30s, and 
foreign vessels are offering to the 
West Coast at- 41s .'Id, both figures In- 
dicating a weaker market. American

Announcement of Mikado's Govern- 
ment Creates Alarm Among Own- 
ers of Japanese Sohooners.

Tho 
Japan' ''Mall says:'.'- "This ' news', of 
course, has created ,801110. alarm In 
Japan. .. Apart from the Miye Maru, 
which became unseaworthy during her 
detention., by the Russians, and- the 
Kinsel Marti, which has been confis- 
cated, there are 35 Japanese schooners 
engaged in tho industry of pelagic seel- 
ing, and the principal scenes -of their 
operations are the seas in the neigh- 
borhood " of the Comandrofsky and 
Pribyjoff Islands. If the protected 
zones in these waters be extended as 
is proposed, and 11a the conference of 
the four owers concerned would doubt- 
less agree, the metier of these 35 
schooners would at once, become a 
thing ot the past. But, after all, com- 
paratively petty private Interests can 
not be given a paramount place -In 
great public problems. We may men- 
tion in this context that the vigorous 
steps taken by the Japanese authori- 
ties to preserve the rookery on Rob- 
bin Island are said to be meeting With 
comparatively little success. Tho dif- 
ficulty is that the track followed by 
tho seals en route for the island lias 
been located, and the animals are 
killed in the open sea."

Benecia Returns to Port in Tow of the 
Tug Tyee. 



The barkentine Benecia which reach- 
ed. Port To^vnsend with her deckload 
gone, her sails split, one of her spars 
broken and considerable water in her 
hold, had a hard time during the re- 
cent gales. After being spoken by the 
Ethel Zane, the Benecia sailed to tho 
Straits and was picked up by the tug 
Tyee of Clallam! Capt. Hayes' reports 
that immediately after leaving Wllla- 
ipa Harbor for Guaymas on November 
30 he encountered a storm of unusually 
severity, and Jt was during the first 
night out that most of the damage was 
done. The Benecia labored heavily in 
the seas, causing the seams to open, 
which soon filled the craft with water. 
Both steam and hand pumpn worn kept 
working, the water gaining until Bhe 
had nine feet in her hold and, every- 
thing In the cabin was adrift, as well 
as the remaining deck load of railroad 
ties. 

When tho storm abated the pumps 
were able to gain on the inflow of 
water and when the Straits were 
reached the depth of water in the hold 
had been reduced to about four feet. 
Porty miles southwest of Flattery a 
freshly painted spar was sighted, but 
no other wreckage was seen, Capt. 
Generenux, representing the San Fran- 
cisco board of underwriters, began a 
survey of the vessel yesterday at .Port 
Townsend. 

The bark Olympic, which went to 
sea Saturday morning after being 
storm bound here several days and was 
reported putting back Sunday, is still 
anchored at Clallam Bay. It Is be- 
lieved the vessel ran into a south- 
wester, against which headway toward 
II llo was impossible, so returned to 
await better weather.

Eleven hundred young trees imported 
from nurseries in the State of Wash- 
ington were on Monday condemned and 
destroyed at •Vancouver by order of 
Inspector Cunningham: The trees were 
mostly infected with oyster shell scale 
and fungus. 

Among the/money bylaws shortly to 
be submitted to the ratepayers' of 
North Vancouver is one to provide 
$10,000 for road-making machinery; 
another to obtain jy.ooo for lire righting 
apparatus; and a third to raise Jii.OOO 
for park purposes. The council is now 
considering plans for a" sewer system. 

A large deal in cannery property was 
last week consummated when the Cas- 
slar cannery was disposed of to an 
English tlshlng syndicate for $50,000

Novel Transport Scheme. 

A syndicate lias been formed to es- 
tablish by means of cars hauled bv a 
motor-engine, freight and passenger 
service in the provincial districts not 
now supplied by a steam railway. The 
company, the directors of which are 
Vancouver men. is called the Canadian 
Renard Road Transportation Company. 
It is proposed to establish tills service 
on the Cariboo road, between Ashcroft 
unci Quesnel. It Is further possible that 
a Sight-seeing service.' will be- inaugur- 
ated from .Stanley Park to Point (hey. 
A gasoline engine of 5,000 pounds fur- 
nishes the power, and hauls four cars, 
each capable of holding five tons of 
freight, and attaining a speed of from 
sovon to twelve miles tin hour. The 
directors are: Mayor C. S. Douglas, 
of Vancouver, and .Messrs. C. I'". Law, 
C. C. Knight. W. D. Haywood. Thomas 
Duke and Charles Nelson. It is pro-

Mail Carriers' Hard Trip. 

After an exceptionally arduous trip, 
A. Bierne's, who has the contract for 
carrying the mails between Prince Ru- 
pert and Hazleton (hiring the winter 
months, arrived at Prince Rupert Tues- 
day with 200 pounds of mail matter 
from the interior. Fourteen days were 
occupied in milking the trip, and three 
canoes were completely used up before 
the journey was ended. The cold snap 
of the past ten days and zero weather 
in the Interior caused the river to 
freeze in patches, but the severe wind 
storms that have prevailed broke up 
the ice. which then floated downstream 
into the canyons, where it jammed, 
backing tin- water for long distances 
above. Over these fields of broken Ice 
the mail carriers had to drag their 
canoe for miles at a stretch until open 
water was again reached. They report 
many thrilling escapes, but notwith- 
standing the many hardships to which 
they were subjected, they succeeded in 
delivering the mails to tlie Prince Ru- 
pert post office In good condition. 

Cannery's Close Call. 
Through tin- upsetting of it li.tnp in 
one of the employees' houses at Cas- 
siar cannery on ' the Skeemi river, 
midway between Prince Rupert and 
Port Essington, eighteen bouses wore 
destroyed by fire at an early hour on 
Thursday morning. Punned by a strong 
southeast wind, the fire was soon be- 
yond the controb of the few people re- 
siding there since the close of the 
fishing season in September last. As 
It wiis impossible to cheek the pro- 
gress of the flames, several of the 
houses were dynamited, and in this 
way the cannery Itself and the. com- 
pany's large store were saved from 
destruction. The buildings were used 
to house the hundreds of fishermen 
who gather there during the fishing 
season, and although all were frame 
structures, the loss will run Into sev- 
eral thousands of dollars. The can- 
nery, which Is reputed to be OIJO of the 
best paying Institutions of the kind on 
the Skeena river, and owned by tile 
Casslar Packing Company, in which 
flse.ir .Brown and D, M. Moore, of 
Vancouver, were Interested, had only 
recently changed lltuidH, being sold to 
an English syndicate. 



At a meeting' of the Charter com- 
mittee, held on Saturday night last at 
Prince Rupert, the following provis- 
ions were recommended to the citizens 
meeting, to be embodied in the charter 
of the. city: 

1. The (nullification for mayor at the 
first municipal election and at every 
election for mayor held thereafter un- 
til .January, 1913, .Shall be his being a 
British subject, of the full age of 21 
years, who has been for six months 
prior to his nomination a resident of 
Prince Rupert: and who has been fop 
six months prior to the day of his 
nomination and. is then the owner of 
an equity In real property in the mun- 
icipality to tlie value of one thousand 
dollars, according to tlie values cur- 
rent at the time, and who is otherwise 
duly qualified as a voter. 

2. The qualification for aldermen 
shall be Identical, except that the cur- 
rent value of his equity shall be five 
hundred dollars, instead of one thou- 
sand dollars, as for mayor. 

3. Every person, male or female, be- 
ing a British subject, of the full age 
of 21 years, and for a term of not less 
than six months previous to the elec- 
tion a resident of Prince Rupert, shall 
be entitled to vote at tlie first muni- 
cipal election. 

4. That wherever in the Municipal 
Clauses Act and amending acts and in 
the Municipal Elections Act, tlie term 
"owner" or "registered owner" is used 
in connection with real property In 
describing the property qualification 
of any person, it shall be deemed to 
refer to the owner of an equity or the 
holder of an agreement for sale of real 
property in Prince Rupert, but after 
January 1st, 1913, it shall have its 
usual and ordinarjrrmeaning. 

5. That tlie area to be incorporated 
shall include the whole of Kalen Is- 
land. 

ti. That the council shall, after they 
go Into office, pay out of tlie ordinary 
revenue of the city all costs, charges, 
and expenses incurred in and about 
the corporation of the- city, including 
iill expenses of preparing and printing 
the charter and of promoting the Act 
of Incorporation. 

7. That tin- council may, in addition 
to all its powers, from time to time 

make and repeal by-laws: (a) to con- 
struct, purchase, own and operate a 
telephone or telegraph system of 
systems; (b) to regulate, control, and 
forbid the sale of spirituous liquors 
within the miniieipiility, according to 
tlie wishes of the electors, as ascer- 
tained by u plebiscite to be taken for 
tills purpose not later than the muni- 
cipal election of January, 1911, and at 
intervals thereafter or not less thria 
one year. 

s. Thai no license fur the sain of 
liquor bo granted until after plebis- 
cites be taken: (a) to ascertain 
whether the electors desire licenses or 
not: (b) if licenses are desired, then 
to ascertain whether the electors de- 
sire the Gothenburg system or the or- 
dinary license system. 

ii. That it plebiscite lie taken not 
later titan, the municipal elections of 
January, 1911 on the eight hour day 
for civic employees. 

in, That the request made to the 
government for the immediate ap- 
pointment Of an assessor be endorsed, 
and that the act of incorporation con- 
tain a provision that tlie roll as pre- 
pared by him shall be accepted by the 
council its the basis id' assessment and 
taxation for the year 1 1) 10. 

11, That notwithstanding anything 
in any other act of parliament or 
charter contained, the city of Prince 
Rupert shall have absolute control 
over tlie entrance of any electric light 
telephone, telegraph, water, or other 
power company or corporation com- 
ing into the municipality, and shall 
have, absolute powor and enjoyment 
OJld of disposition of any and all its 
municipal f ranch Isos, 

12. That the city have tlie right, as 
provided under the municipal amend- 
ment act 11)0:) to adopt the system of 
government by a board of control, and 
that the city may, through Its coun- 
cil, if it desires, appoint, Instead of 
elect, Its comptrollers..

' Amateurs will bo amateurs unci pro- 
fessionals, professionals. They will not 
mingle or mix to the slightest extent 
on tlie fieltl of battle although, there 
is no objection to their sharing the 
same smoking room or enjoying a so- 
<-iul rofreshQr together thereafter. Tho 
B. C '.A. A. U. ' declares that they 
must' not come, together when en- 
gaged in athletic fray but— and some 
say this is most fortunate— that body 
cannot, go any farther. - What happens 
after the game does not concern that 
august board of governors. 

Jesting aside, tho situation created 
In athletic- circles as a result of the 
B. <_'. A. A. U.'s stern- attitude with 
respect to the Island Soccer League's 
request 'to be allowed to play profes- 
sionals with amateurs on -the field is 
most serious — far more, bo -that the 
average player appears to realize.

FRIENDLY HELP SOCIETY 

That the past year has been replete 
with instances where the Friendly Help 
Society has beon able to be of great 
nssistunce where aid was greatly 
needed was established by tho reports 
Which were rendered at tho annual 
mooting of that society In the city hall 
yesterday. Twelve maternity cases 
were attended during the year nnd the 
nurse who acts as official visitor for 
the society paid on an average 100 
visits a month. 

Mrs. G. H. Barnard, president of the 
society presided and gave a report out- 
lining tho work of the year. In tho 
course of it, she paid a tribute to Mrs. 
Herbert, tho society's nurse who de- 
spite tho extra exertions imposed upon 
her hud not missed a clay's duties, 

Tlie report pointed out that the so- 
ciety was able to be of service espe- 
cially to tho family of the recent im- 
migrant when the tatter's resources 
had been drained or exhausted by tho 
cost of immigration to tills coast. It 
expressed the society' gratitude to tho 
collectors and to those who had re- 
sponded to tho appeal. 

Mrs. Harold Robertson, the secre- 
tary-treasurer read the financial re- 
port and showed the society's finances 
to be in an excellent condition. The 
nurse in addition to attending twelve 
maternity cases, nnd paying an aver- 
age of 100 visits a month had dis- 
tributed much clothing to destitute 
families.

1-2 dozen small bath towels. 

Clean linen Is always necessary and 
acceptable. 

All those who have been helped ap- 
pear grateful, .some sinceifcly so, and 
to show it arc trying to do better with 
the start given them. Again there are 
those who will always be on our list, 
but through all the year's work I am 
thankful to say there has been no dis- 
cord whatever and I am sure in many 
cases the good work of the society 
Will leave Its mark. 

I wisli to thank all those who have 
boon on the various visiting commit- 
tees, also tho ladles who have helped 
in the other branches of the work, and 
hope tlie society will meet with con- 
tinued success and be well supported 
as It advances with its work which 
each year Increases and extends Over 
a larger area as the city grows.
